HB aborigines of Porto Rico have 


long since disappeared from the 
face of the earth. When Columbus 


discovered the Antilles be found the Is 
lands peopled by a race which ID all prob- 
ability was an offshot of the Carlb In- 
ttians of the mainland. The great navi- 
gator was Impressed by the timid friend- 
liuess of the naked savages, whose peace- 
ful tendencies were proclaimed by the 
fact that 
they possessed no sort of 


weapon. 
Their country was a terres 


trial paradise, 
blessed 
with 
a 
soft, 


salubrious climate, free from wild beasts 
and 
venomous 
reptiles, 
and 
abound- 


ing in the fruits of the earth. Needless 
to say, the Inhabitants of such a region 
knew nothing of labor or hardship. They 
lived the. lives of happy, careless children 
until the "white gods" In the "Dying 
ships" came to them from over the sen. 
Then life changed for the unfortunate In- 
diana. The Spaniards forced them to dig 
for gold where It did not exist, and slew 
them when they failed to find it. They 
were put to unaccustomed labor In the 
field, and when the/ rebelled Spanish sol- 
diers slaughtered them like sheep In the 
shambles. They were slain to give eclat 
to the ceremonies of a saint's dny; they 
were harried b.v hounds to afford sport 
for their conquerors. In short, the pro- 
cess of "pacification," as pursued by the 
first colonists, was, in fact, n deliberate 
system of extermination, so that the na- 
tives of Porto Rico, who, nccording to 
Las CasasS^numbered 000,000 at the time 
of the discovery, disappeared with such 
.terrible rapidity that the Bishop of San 
'Joan reported to the king in 1543 that 
there were but 80 Indians In the Island. 
These figures undoubtedly applied to the 
pltlfnl remnant of males, for large num- 
ber* of women were preserved as coneu- 
Mnea, from whom sprang a rnoe of half- 
breeds, which has been gradually ab- 
•orbed 8Jid lost In the later population. 
Traces of the miscegenation may occas- 
tocally t>e seen at the present day. but 
they are so few and so slight that they 
•to not constitute a contradiction of the 
statement that the aboriginal stock is en- 
tirely extinct. 


Tbe present population of Porto Rico Is 


composed of the descendants of two dis- 
tinct classes of Spaniards—of negroes ami 
of half castes. 
With the exception of 


Cuba and Porto Rico, every sugar produc- 
ing Island of the West Indies contains at 
tsoat ten times as many colored per.sons 
es whites. In Porto Rico the latter rep- 
resent 81 per cent, of the total popula- 
tion, and all but one-sixth of the re 
BMttoder have more or less white blond in 
their veins. Porto Rico was never an ex 
teaaire 
slave-owning colony, 
prin'-ii-nliv 


because there were few capitalists in the 
island. In fact, notil the Introduction of 
the sugar Industry 
by refugees 
from 


Baitl and Jamaica, the number of ne- 
gipes hi Porto Rico was 
Insignificant. 


The humane laws promulgated by the 
Spanish crown for the protection of slave? 
were widely disregarded In the colonies, 
bat they appear to have been strictly 
Observed in Porto Rico. 
As a con.se- 


faeaee, the negroes la that island vu- 
(ep*d lenient treatment, and were pcr- 
•ftted to secure their freedom upon easy 


Thus we have in Porto Rico a 


element quite satisfied with their 


tot la W«. and, In some respects, supe- 


to tfteir kin of the neighboring Isl- 


are fairly Industrious, cbeery 


respectful. They nave none of the 


\ttrot the Santo Domingo 


black, and are less simple and supersti- 
tious than the Jamaican negro. It could 
not be expected thnt the Porto RIcan 
uegru should be inclined to hard work. 
Every kind of stimulus is lacking to him. 
and he hns never had an example of en 
ergy, for the lunate indolence of the well- 
to-do Spaniard Is only exceeded by that 
of the white peasant cultivator. 
How- 


ever, the proportion of pure negroes In 
the 
population of Porto Rico is only 


about the same as that of the colored to 
the total inhabitants of Philadelphia, and 
they will not be an Important factor in 
the future development of the isianu. 


The uiulattoes present an entirely <lif 


ferent proposition. 
Their numbers ac- 


count for about two-liftlis of tilt- total 
population, and show a decided tendency 
to increase, \vhiie the full-blooded 
ne 


gro is. throu^j a process of absorption 
and by reason of physic-Hi shortcomings. 
disappearing.

When we 
concede this lai-.rh excuse, however, we 
are proh.ibly treating the case of the 
tribaro in an over-liberal manner. It Is 
doubtful 
whether 
he would have cut 


miicb of a flsrn-e In the world under tbe 
most favorable circumstances, as It Is 
be is the most useless and the most pic- 
turesque person In Porto Rico. 


The love of dolce far niente which 


characterized the emigrants from sunny 
Andalusia has beon fostered by their de- 
scendants until it has, developed Into the 


most Insouciant laziness ever attained by 
white man. God made the country for 
the giharo, a".d condemned to the town 
restless beings who do not know how to 
appreciate his gifts. Such is tbe gibaro's 
creed. He accepts with a 
comfortable 


gratitude the all-sufficient provision of a 
bountiful Providence, and asks no more. 
He is the most contented creature in ex- 
istence. His little banana patch and cof- 
fee grove provide ample means of sub- 
sistence, and leave a small margin or 
profit, so that be may Indulge his ardent 
p.TRsion for gambling wneo he goes into 
;own on 3 saint's day to sell his produce 
nnd attend mass. On such an occasion 
he may be seen mounted behind the bas- 
kets on his unkempt pony, who thanks 
Fate for a master of such 
delightful 


leisurely habits. Our friend has a devil- 
may-care air and an bonest eye, with B 
twinkle in It that distracts the attention 
from his homely garments and bare iegs. 
Tbe long sword stuck through one of the 
baskets is a traditional appurtenance. As 
a weapon it Is needless and useless, and 
probably could not be drawn from the 
scabbard. Having sold his fruit or ber- 
ries in the market, be will repair to the 
church, say his prayers and deposit h!s 
mite In the poor-box, although there are 
none more poor than he. He may spend 


a peseta—about 20 cents—at a wine shop, 
but he Is an abstemious fellow by nature 
and never drinks too much. The after- 
noon will be spent at a cockfight or a 
dance, and toward evening he will wend 
his way homeward, singing or whistling, 
not one whit depressed if be happens to 
be returning with empty pockets. 


The life of the gibaro la one of care- 


less ease. 
He is.[ not troubled by tax- 


collector or landlord. 
His ground needs 


but little attention and his wife and chil- 
dren divide the labor of tilling and »pick- 
lug with him. His cabin Is a crude con- 
trivance, but' admirably adapted to his 
requirements. 
A few simple agricultural 


Implements and articles of furniture sup- 
ply all the needs. 
A bolt of cotton/ 


clothes the family, the children wearing 
the scantiest ati'ire consistent with de- 
cency. Aside from the inconvenience and 
additional 
work entailed by an 
occa- 


sional hurricane tbe gibaro has no trou- 
bles. 
The greater part of his life is 


spent swinging in a hammock puffing a 
long home-made cigar or perhaps twang-- 
Ing a guitar. His neighbors are kindred 
spirits, whose code for ihe conduct of 
life IB the golden rule. They live together 
peacefully and with free unconvention- 
ality. True sons of the soil, they abhor 
the cramped conditions of the town, and 
would as soon be doomed to death as to 
life in a cit'y. The authorities entertain 
hopes that the extensive educational fa- 
cilities now offered to the gibaro may be 
the means of raising him to the status 
of the American farmer. 
Such expecta- 


tion must fall to take Into account the 
Inborn prejudices and characteristics of 
these people, carried unchecked- through 
a long line of ancestors, who lived the 
same free, lazy life close to nature, with 
no desire for other conditions. It la pos- 
sible that 
tw<?> generations 
of 
school- 


going gibaros might produce a third of 
ambitious and energetic farmers, 
but 


the difficulty is precisely the same as 
that which lies in the way of salting 
the tali of a sparrow. 
You have got' to 


cntch your "leedle glbaroons," as a Teu- 
ton friend affectionately called them, and, 
far from receiving any aid from their 
parents, you are likely to meet with ob- 
struction. 


The situation would not be so deplor- 


able If the gibaro could be induced to do 
eQicieDt work as an agricultural laborer. 
With a rural population 90 per cent, of 
the whole, the Porto Rican planter's 
everlasting plaint Is that he cannot se- 
cure sufficient field hands. If the gibaro 
is persuaded to hire out he is worth little 
to bis employer. He Insists on doing his 
work in his accustomed manner. Neither 
driving nor coaxing will induce him to 
put more energy Into It. 
After a few 


days of steady labor he deems a rest 
well-earned, end will''lay off for a week 
or two. The proceeds of four days' work 
"will support him and his family In easy 
comfort for a fortnight, and he does not 
believe In unnecessary exertion. 
There 


yea have the problem that Is worrying 
the authorities In all our insular pos- 
sessions. 
Perhaps In our nervous, ener- 


getic way we are exercising 
ourselves 


unduly about the matter. 
At any rate, 


It Is morally certain that the more we 
wake the natives up the more trouble 
we shall create for ourselves. 


Very few countries are. as evenly set- 


tled as Is Porto Rico. 
Almost every 


rood of Its area is capable of supporting 
man. 
The entire face of the land la 


dotted with the cabins of thfe peasantry, 
white and colored, who live together in 
goodfellowship. There are no large towns 
In the Interior, but pueblos or villages 
are numerous. Each of these Is the cen- 
ter of a scattering agricultural com- 
munity which depends upon It for the 
simple "onvenlences of civilization Each 
viliage has Its church, town ball, plaza 
and shops. 
The society of'the place 


consists of the cura—always an Im- 
portant member—the doctor, a lawyer, 
or notary, and perhaps one or two well- 
to-do tradesmen. 
They pass their days 


in 
somnolent 
contentment. There 
Is 


nothing in which they could busy them- 
selves if they would. A casual traveler 
is a godsend. There la no hostelry In 
the hamlet, bnt the representatives of 
the learned professions will Tie with 
one another for the pleasure of entertain- 
ing the stranger. And if he be n man 
weary and 'sore from the hot strife of 
a northern city a sojourn In one of 
these peaceful spots will be bliss un- 
speakable. 
Here all men are passing 


rich, for all are perfectly content. Kind- 


bonhommle—is the keynote of the 


dally life. 
Perfect 
harmony 
prevails. • 


Man's mood : unconsciously reflects v the 
attitude of nature. It is all very prim- 
itive, but therein lies its chief charm.

A Wonderful Monaatery. 


At Solovetsk, In the Russian govern- 


ment of Archangel, Is the most .remark- 
able monastery In the world. The Mon- 
astery of Solovetsk Is inclosed ou every 
side by a wall of granite bonWerg which 
measures nearly a mile in circumference. 
Tbe monastery itself is very strongly 
fortified, being supported bj roaad and 
square towers about 30 feet In height, 
with walls 20 feet In thickness.

Guerra's answer to the government's

to 


grant a 10-days' armistice is the blow- 
ing up of two bridges on the Western 
railway, the cutting of railway com- 
munication beyond Pinar Del Rio city, 
and an attack on San Juan de Marti- 
nez. It is believed that San Juan de 
Martinez is in the hands of the insur- 
gents, and that the gainson of 100 
government recruits and a small force 
of mounted rural guards has been de- 
feated or captured. 


The fact that other leaders of the 


insurrection are willing to agree to an 
armistice can have little effect so long 
as Guerra is determined to prosecute 
the war, as there is slight doubt in 
any quarter that Guerra can control 
the situation in his region 
His force 


is reported as more than 3,000 men, 
all well mounted, some well and oth 
ers indifferently armed 
The oppos- 


ing government force under command 
of Colonel Avalos comprises about 
1,000 men. It was reinforced by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Clews with 150 men 
and three machine guns from Havana. 
Colonel ATalos' force, with the excep- 
tion of small detachments left at San 
Juan de Martinez and San Luis, is at 
Pmar Del Rio City, but is without 
means of transportation to go to the 
relief of San Juan de Martinez. 


All here regard the blowing up of 


an English company's railroad bi idges 
as a serious matter, and likely to in- 
vite international action by Great 
Britain, or at least an interrogation 
of the government at Washington by 
Great Britain as to whether the for- 
mer intends to intervene.

Hippie in order to meet his im- 
mense overdrafts used the names of 
some of the most prominent business 
men of this city on notes which, in

peare's historical plavs. 


But ;f you want to go gack to. Ro- 


man history, there are three magnifi- 
cent plays, without which one does not 
know Shakespeare—Coriolanus. Julius 
Caesar, and Anthony and Cleopatra. 
For these. Shakespeare has borrowed 
vei y largely from Plutarch, not only in 
snirit, but even in some of his very 
words 


Coriolanus, great in spirit, towers in 


every attribute. His story is familiar 
to many, but will always bear review 
The time is fixed 494 B. C.. when Rome

Some critics have affirmed lhat in 


this play we find Shakespeare unjust 
to the common people; perhaps, be- 
cause, in his hero, he is looking from 
the patrician point of view.^ Here 
Shakespeare has given, us three of his 
finest woman characters. Volnmnia. 
the noble Roman mother. Virgilea. the 
gentle wtfe called 
bv her 
husband 


"my gracious silence." and Valeria, 
the loving friend. Many minor char- 
acters also walk through the pages of 
the play. 


In the beginning of the story, Mts 


hero is coming home from war, with 
another wound, cause of great rejoic- 
ing to his mother, of sorrow and anxie- 
ty to his wife. Events hurry on, untii 
Coriolanus, absolutely the savior of 
his country, is, through the influence 
of demagogues, banished from Rome. 
Sadly he bids farewell to his wife, to 
mother, to little sot, to his "friends 
of noble touch."

comes to pass—tragedy not in action, 
but in the soul of the hero. Treach- 
ery9 Ungovernable pride?

A cultured teacher should seek some 


standard of judgment by which a good 
poem can be recognized and judged. 
There is no better standard than this 
—that a great poem is to be julged 
TSy high truth and 
seriousness. The 


fixed laws of truth and beauty shall 
determine tne taste of the teacher. Poe 
declared that ''the purpose of poetry 
is the revelation of beautv." This is 
his highest ideal, and "The Haven" 
carrying out this thought, is as cold 
and mechanical a piece of work as was 
ever written 
The author's own ex- 


planation we find in his essay, "The 
Rationale of Poetry." The tragic key- 
note, "Nevermore" was coldly and sys- 
tematically hunted out from the dic- 
tionary, and there is not one breath 
of real poetry in a single line. The 
seriousness is there, but n»f the high 
truth. 


There are some particular classes of 


poems that all children should know. 
A liberal supply of nursery instruc- 
tion in Mother Goose is necessary to 
a liberal education. 


Next, a, child ought to have "non- 


sense poem*" lead to him and taught 
to him Edward Lear, who has wiitten 
the nonsense rhymes best worth while.
